by a man over 75 years of age.

Mr. Harris still gets around like 
a man of sixty and drives his 1934 ! 
model Chevrolet Coupe, which ire I 
purchased in February 1941. 
During the 144 years since that 
time, he had driven his car hun- : 
dreds of miles without an acci­ 
dent although the tires he now ; 
is using arc 
12 years old yet he ; 
seldom has a flat. When Mr. Har- 1 
ris goes to Arizona or California 
to visit his children, he drives h is. 
car into the garage, Jacks up thej 
wheels, locks the garage and then 
takes the bus or train. When he 
comes back several months later, 
he hns but little trouble getting 
his car to start running again. 
j 
In his garden which must cov- j 
er close to a half acre, counting 
the old horse lot where some of 
his choice vegetables are grown, 
are to be found asparagus, corn, 
peas, tomatoes, and cantaloupe 
vines. Mr. Harris never hires any 
of his garden work done nor ooes 
he use a plow. He keeps the grou­ 
nd free from weeds and in a good 
state of cultivation by using a j 
hoe.

taught the Wesley Bible Class at 
the First Methodist Church and 
astounded the 33 men and women 
present by his knowledge of the 
Bible and his clear way of ex­ 
plaining it. 
Mr. Harris said there were no 
Sunday Schools

churches in the rural sections 
when he moved with his parents 
here in 1870. Mr. Harris although 
trained in the Bible from boy­ 
hood by his parents, it was not 
until an Abe Mulkey revival in 
Comanche in 1903, when Mr Har­ 
ris was converted and united with 
the Methodist Church. 
Mr. Harris was bor nin Scott 
County Mississippi on November 
1, 1865, just after the close of the 
Civil War. He was the son of

The elder Mr. Har­ 
ris had two elder sons, half-bro­ 
thers of Sid. killed in the Civil 
War. and two more who fought 
in the war all on the side of the 
South.

The specialist says that un­ 
der certain conditions mowing is 
not advisable. It won’t pay for 
example, on pastures too poor 
to support anything better than 
three-awn needlegrass and var­ 
ious weeds. If a stand of gras sis 
not thick enough to shade the j 
soil, mowin gin hot dry weather 
may let the sun bake the soil, 
harming the grasses already pre­ 
sent.
